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United States, Chile and 
Argentina Favor Hands- 
Off Policy of Disarma- 
ment Methods. 


GIBSON MAKES 
INITIAL MOVE 


Solution of Arms Prob- 
lem Must Be Sought on 
Regional Not Universal 
Basis, Says Gibson. 


Geneva, May 20.—(United News.) 
The western hemisphere, through 
three of its leading nations—the 
United States, Chile and Argentina— 
has placed itself on record before the 
preliminary disarmament conference 
as favoring a “hands-off” policy as 
far as European disarmament meth- 
ods are concerned. 

Regional agreements as suggested 
by Hugh Gibson, American repre- 
sentative at the meeting being held 
under the auspices of the League of 
Nations, were indorsed Thursday first 
‘by Codesido, of Chile,-and later by 
i’erez, of Argentina. 


The solid front shown by the three 
nations of the west was partly a‘ 


answer to the demand Wednesday by 
Paul Boncour, French representative, 
that the forthcoming disarmament 
meeting concern itself with the capac- 
ity of nations to produce machinery 
of war. It gave strength to the po- 
sition taken by the British and Ameri- 
ean representatives, that the confer- 
ence should deal with the armaments 
of countries as they exist during peace 
times. 

“The United States recognizes that 
if security is attained it will havea de- 
cided effect on reduction of European 
land armaments,” said Gibson, in mak- 
fag his request. for regional agree- 
ments, However, we regard security 
as largely a regional problem, and for 
that reason we feel that limitation of 
armaments in the western hemisphere 
would have little effect on the se- 
curity in European countries.” 

“This solution must be sought,” he 
continued, “on a. regional rather than 
a universal basis.. However, if wel 
wait until absolute security is attained 
before we undertake the reduction of 
armaments we will follow a vicious 
circle.” 

Gibson said that while regional agree- 
ments in Hurope seemed necessary for 
the security of various countries, they 
were umnecessary in the western 


hemisphere, where security is already 
an accomplished fact as the result of 


voluntary reduction of armaments. 
America Free.. 

<The Chilean representative, Codesi- 
do, said that while Europe probably 
needed reduction of armaments to 
avoid the menace to international 
peace America was free from such 
menace. 

“We have already established a se- 
security pact in Chile, which is a livrag 
reality today,” Codesido concluded, 


“And it hasbeen ratified by numer-_ 


ous of the American countries, includ- 
ing the United States and Brazil.” 
Gibson's insistence on _ regional 


agreements was taken as an answer 
‘to the broader plan of Boncour and 
the French allies, which would have 
set up a general disarmament agree- 
ment on military lines similar to the 
naval disarmament agreement made 
‘at the Washington conference. Under 
such an agreement it would have been 
possible for France to urge inclusion 
of a section which called for controll- 
ing a country’s wartime industrial po- 
tentianities. The United States and 
England, as the two countries most 
eapable of turning out war machinery, 
might have been called upon to agree 
to certain limitations not imposed on 
other countries. 

Jord Robert Cecil, British repre- 
sentative, proposed at Thursday's 
meeting that as soon as the present 
commission has assigned various ques- 
tions to technical subcommissions for 
study, it adjourn to meet again, pos- 
sibly in the fall. pas wg of the

Bostick was found dead in his room 
at the Thomaston hotel when roomers 
rushed in in response to fhe screams 
of the woman in the case. 

For 12 hours today a coroner's jury 
in Upson county investigated the 


‘strange story of the woman and the 


facts in connection with the shooting. 

The hearing was not concluded to- 
day, but will be finished on Saturday. 
The body of Bostick, however, was 
brought back to Macon tonight’ and 


321 Ross street. 

Those who accompanied the body 
from Thomaston brought the informa- 
tion that Mrs. Stringfield was being 
held without bail in Thomaston. 

Bostick, who was 27 years old, ar- 


rived in Thomaston Tuesday night in 
company with the woman, registering 
at a hotel there as Mr. and Mrs. J. 
B. Thompson, of Fort Valley. 
Woman's Screams Heard. 

It was 1 o'clock Wednesday morn- 
ing, according to information brought 
out at the coroner’s inquest that a 
woman’s screams were heard in the 
room. Roomers who investigated 
found Bostick’s lifeless body stretched 
across the bed. The woman protest- 
ed to the police when they took her 
into custody, declaring that she was 
asleep when the shot was fired. She 
declared that Bostick had killed him- 
self. 

The bullet that brought death to 
Bostick entered his mouth, according 
to physicians at the coroner’s inquest. 
Before the coroner’s jury the woman 
admitted that she and Bostick were 
not married. She gave her name as 
Mrs. Cleo Stringfield, and said that

PERET LAUNGHES

Government Decides 
Time Has Come To Take 
Offensive in Country’s 
Financial Crisis. 


Paris, May 20.—(4)—The French 
government's expressed decision to 


lie credit at its command” in its fight 
-jagainst further depreciation of the 
franc had the effect today of improv- 
ing the financial situation materia'ly, 
the dollar dropping from 35.15 to 
33.38 francs, and sterling from 170.80 
to 162.15. 

Confidence appears to have return- 
ed to French bondholders, and demands 
for reiInbursement of short-term notes 
due today fell more ‘an a billion 
francs short of what the treasury 
expected. 

Measures Have Effect. 

The decision of t]> council of min- 
isters to adopt stern measures, such 
as the use of the Morgan loan, which 
has been feared by speculators since 
‘it was floated in March, 1924, and 
‘the threat to employ even the gold re- 
‘serve as protection against further 
attack on the frane had the desired 
result. 

M. Peret, finance minister, is to con- 
fer immediately with representatives 
of all the banking and financial insti- 
tutions with a view to transferring 
available assets now existing in the 
Bank of France from foreign commerce 
to an organization designed to rega- 
late all exports and imports. 

While all importers and exporters 
will not be forced to deal through this 
newly formed bureau, M. Peret calls 
upon them to do so. 

Meanwhile, political circles have be- 
come alarmed over the continued de- 
preciation of the franc. Premier 
Briand today ~ received a delegation 
from the radical-socialist group of the 
chamber, which demanded that parlia- 
ment .be convoked at once to ratify 


the ministerial, measures in defense 
of the franc. 


Would Cause Alarm. 


This M. Briand refused, saying that 
the convocation of parliament before 
the scheduled date, May 27, would 
cause unnecessary alarm. « He is re- 
ported to have told ‘the delegation: 
“France will save itself without the 
assistance of parliament.” Among the 
rank and file on the street “the of- 
fensive- from New York against the 
franc” is’ held responsible for the col- 
lapse of the French standard.

“It is not treating the city right to 
quash or defer this trial, The public 
is entitled to know what is behind the 
scenes, and this is a move to draw 
the curtains of secrecy about the de- 
fendant.

“We may have discovered an island 
or so, but anyway they would not be 
considered land, but known as rocky 
pyramids which are usually interfer- 
ence to navigation.

in an airplane, would be deceiving.’ 

Ellsworth said that he knew from 
experience last summer when lhe was 
with an. expedition in which Roald 
Amundsen, commander of the Norge 
adventure, flew from the Spitzbergeao 
islands to within 150 miles of the 
pole with two planes, that the surface 
of the Arctic ocean was illusive when 
observed from a height. He added 
ithat the Norge cruised the vicinity of 
ithe pole at an altitude of from 600 
ito 4,000 feet.

DEBT AGREEMENT 


New York, May 20.—(#)—A_ word 
of reassurance and a prayer for sober 
reflection were addressed to both 
America and France tonight by Henry 
Berenger,. the French ambassador at 
Washington, on the eve of his depar- 
ture for Paris to seek the approval of | 
parliament for the Franco-American 
debt settlement. sot i 

Saying au revoir at a dinner given 
him by the France-America society, 
the ambassador declared the debt 
agreement one that need not be viewed 
with apprehension on either side of 
the Atlantic. To France, he said, its 
acceptance would be both an act of 
faith and a practical step toward res- 
toration of the franc, while for the 
United States it would mean the just 
settlement of a troublesome score 
against an old friend. 

“It is upon the ground of fraternal 
equality that France desires to main-' 
tain herself today with America,” he 
said, “not asa refractory debtor facing 
an insatiable creditor, but as a free 
associate by the side of another no legs 
free associate. , 

“We have lived together in the past 
through unforgettable hours in the 
history of the world. Between the 
new world and old Europe let our two 
democracies be like the two pillars of 
the rainbow which will radiate from 
New York to Paris above the three 
thousand miles of fogs of the Atlan- 
tic.’ 

If France had waited long to fund 
her debt, he said, it was because she 
had terrible burdens at home that 
must be shouldered if she was to hold 
up her bead among the nations; but 
now that her industry had come to life 
again she could undertake with as- 
surance the settlement of her obliga- 
tions abroad. The American . people. 
he continued, could well understand 
these difficulties because of their own 
fiscal troubles after the revolution 
and after the civil war, when France 
spontaneously gave twice to the Unit- 
ed States the help of her “Louis 
D'Or and her credit.” 

He expressed gratitude that in turn 
this country had taken the lead in 


inaugurating the Dawes plan, backed 
by signatures that “we know in 
France are worthy of faith.” 


In a summary of the war debt set- 
tlement, to which he attached his sig- 
nature as the representative of France, 
Mr. Berenger said that by the reduc- 
tion of interest “the total amount of 
the debt is reduced by 50 per cent 
and the payment of four hundred and 
seven millions due in 1929 is sup- 
pressed.” 

“Misunderstandings about money 
ere not the deepest, but they may be- 
come the most dangerous. They cor- 
rupt the most solid friendships. 

“When France has settled her ex- 
ternal debt with Great Britain, as 
well as with the United States; when 
the equilibrium of her budget will 
have been realized; then France will 
be able to stabilize her money accord- 
ing to the gold standard and she will 
put an end to the difficulties inherit- 
ed from the war.”

A 
resolution was introduced by Rev. Bas- 
com Anthony, Thomasville, ja. de- 
manding that modernigtg in the church 
either conform their opinions to the 
creeds of the church or get out, A 
stormy discussion took place before 
the body sent that to a special com- 


mittee on the spiritual ctate of the 
church where it was when the con- 
ference adjourned.

My 
own notion is that under our present 
mode of life there is only one way 
we can keep our teeth—keep ‘em any- 
way—and that is by regular visits to 
the dentist, at least every six moaths, 
that he may inspect, clean and if nee- 
essary repair the teeth. Keeping one’s 
‘teeth bleached or white may or may 
not be desirable esthetically, but as a 
hygienic practice it has proved uni- 
versally a failure; that is, it has 
not prevented the decay of the teeth, 

Professor MeCollum shows in his 
works the practical way to conserve 
the teeth, and I have quoted his con- 
clusions and recommendations here 
seypral times. Briefly it is a question 
of a more natural diet, for the esx- 
pectant mother, for the infant, and 
for the growing child. 

But in this little valume on “Pood, 
Nutrition and Health.” which these 
eminent Baltimore’ seientists have 
just issued, they carry the cleaning 
obsession to an extreme, it seems to 
me. In my own arguments about the 
preservation of the ‘teeth I have 
maintained that if brushing is good 
for the teeth it should be equally gaod 
for the tonsils, and once I had a pa- 
tient who insisted that he could not 
be really comfortable and well unless 
we washed out his stomach every 
morning-—they took him away to the 
asylum. eventually. Now MeCollam 
=~ Simmonds tell the world that the 
habit of drinking salt water, two level 
teaspoonfuls of cammon salt in a 
quart of water neither cold nor warm, 
is a good one. They assert that from 
two cups to a whole quart of this 
salt water may be taken about an 
hour before breakfast, and they wind 
up by assuring us that “by following 
this practice the intestine is wash 
out thoroughly at the beginning o 
each .

France's ability to pay her $4,025,- 
000,000 debt to this country formed 
the hub of discussion today at the 
house ways and means committees 
one-day hearing .on the funding agree- 
ment. Ratification was urged by Sec- 
retary Mellon and two members of 
the debt funding commission. — 

While the proposed low interest 
rate, averaging 1.64 per cent over the 
62-year period, was being defended be- 
fore the committee by Representatives 
Burton, republican, Ohio, and Crisp, 
democrat, Georgia, members of the 
commission, against attacks by demo- 
cratic members, a 150-page brief set- 
ting forth France's financial and eco- 
nomical status was sent by the French 
embassy to members of congress, 

Secretary Mellon urged approval of 
the agreement as equitable to both 
countries and as giving the United 
States “full advantage of France’s ca- 
pacity to pay.” ‘The amount to be 
funded, after a cash payment of $386,- 
686 to adjust the amount to round 
figures, is $4,025,000,000, he pointed 
out, and of this amount $3,340,000,000 
represents principal. Total payments 
to be received by the end of 62 years 
would be $6,847,674,104. — 

Financial and economic conditions 
of the United States and France were 
sharply contrasted in arguments be- 
fore the committee and in’ the pam- 
phlet prepared by French Ambassador 
Berenger. Questioned by Representa- 
tive Oldfield, democrat, Arkansas, 
Secretary Mellon said France spent 
less for military activities in 1925 
and has included still less in the 1926 
budget than in 1913 and other years 
prior to the world ‘war.

Hudson Motors opened 
this morning at 601-2, against last 
night’s closing of 591-4 and dropped 
to 57 shortly after 12:30 on the an- 
nouncement that the regular dividend 
had been declared. Before Wall street 
got so bearish on motor shares it was 
believed that Hudson would declare 
something extra or something in the 
way of a stock dividend out of the 
large earnings for 1925 and for the 
first quarter of 1926. Recently, 
however, only the regular dividend at 
the rate of $3 a year was expected.

This was in Au- 
gust of 1906, and the stampede of the 
bears in the stock market started by 
the rush of traders short of Union Pa- 
cific to cover was the beginning of 
the upturn in stock market prices that 
caused the high records for 1906 to 
be established. In some railway shares 
the high records established in the 
last half of 1906 still stand. 

Following the excitement resulting 
from Harriman’s dividend action in 
Union. Pacific in 1906 there was much 
investigation. Nothing, however, ever 
came of it with the exception that 
companies whose shares were listed on 
the stock exchange were more careful 
to follow. the usual rule in announcing 
changes in dividends. 


New York Central Shares. 


New York Central shares stand out 
for strength. That company earned 
$12.87 a share for its 7 per cent 
stock last year and for the first quar- 
ter of this year earnings have been 
running ahead of last year. As a 
result of the decision just handed 
down expensive grade crossing work 
may be delayed until 1931.

They 
don’t know when to turn from the 
bear to the bull side; they don’t know 
enough about selling stocks short not 
to sell after there has been a big de- 
cline in prices followed by dullness: 
they have the desire to sell stocks 
short without the technique.”

Bears Caught 


For Huge Loss 
In Market Trap 


New York. May 20.—Professional 
traders in Wall street, members of 
powerful bear pools operating against 
motor shares, lost more than $1,000,- 
000 in an hour Thursday when they 
stepped into what apparently was a 
deliberately prepared trap for them. 

For the past several days these 
hear traders had been speculating on 
the chance that an extra dividend 
would be declared by Hudson Motors 
directors at their meeting in Detroit 
Thursday. If the directors did not 
declare the extra dividend, it meant 
that Hudson stock would decline, 
which was just what the bears want- 
ed. If an extra dividend were de- 
clared, the stock would go up, caus- 
ing severe losses to operators playing 
the market on the down side. 

At 12:45 o'clock Thursday finan- 
cial news tickers flashed that the di- 
rectors had declared oaly the regular 
dividend. Immediately there was an 
avalanche’ of selling, and the stock, 
which had opened at 60 1-8, crashed 
to 57. It is estimated that more than 
40,000 shares of the Hudson stock 
were dumped on the market within 
15 minutes. 

Fifteen minutes after the original 
announcement came another flash on 
the tickers. It announced that the 
directors had not only increased the 
regular dividend rate from $3 to $4 a 
share annually, but had voted a 20 
per cent extra stock dividend. 
Bedlam broke loose ameoag_ the 
shorts. Frantically hoping to escape 
from the trap in the form of the ear- 
lier erroneoug dividend announcement, 
the bears bought Hudson vigorously. 
Withia 20 minutes an additional 70,- 
000 shares had been traded. Total 
transactions fa Hudson Motors for the 
day were about 300.000. The buying 
wave.drove the stock up to 63 3-4. 
Brokers estimate that the bears 
who had sold their Hudson holdings 
at 75 lost more than $1,000, whea 
they were forced to buy back their 
stock at 63 3-4. 

Early last February Hudson Motors 
was at its high around $125 a share. 
Karly this week the stock touched low 
at $56 a share, which represented a 
depreciation in the market value of 
approximately $90,000,000, or from 
around $164,000,000 to less than $74,- 
000,000. The total value of the pres- 
ent outstanding stock issue rose $8,- 
000,000 following Thursday’sa heavy 
buying. :
